In a Union of Western Indiv idnalism 
and Eastern Commercial Life 
Lecturer Sees. 


VISION OF BETTER CONDITIONS 


Last of a Remarkable Series of Uni­ 
v ersity Extension Lectures.

Men of scholarly training giv e us the 
adv antage of their years of study and 
our minds are broadened and stim u­ 
lated as a result. The association did 
not quite make expenses this season, 
simply 
through lack of patronage, 
althoug h all who heard the lectures 
were hig h in 
their praise of 
the 
course and the lecturer. 
We trust 
the Univ ersity 
Extension 
lectures 
may be better patronized each year in 
Dixon so that they may become a 
permanency. 


THE EAST AND THE WEST. 
The last lecture was in the nature 
of a comparison of the characteristics 
of the people, of the East and the 
W est. The lecturer was entertaining 
in his manner of presenting the sub­ 
ject and brightened the lecture with 
many amusinur stories illustrating the 
differences between the Eastern and 
Western peoples. 
The West is beiDg 
brought closer and closer to the East 
and is today watching with interest 
the strange phenomenon presented by 
J apan. 
No ev ent in contemporaneous 
history will prov e so rev olutionary in 
its character as the [present struggle 
between Russia and J apan. 
The war 
already has become the piv ot upon 
whicb hav e formed new groupings of 
the European powers. 
The triumph 
of J apan ov er Russia will mark ttae 
beg inning of a new era of affairs; yet 
notbing is more certain than that 
J apan cannot mould China at her 
w ill. 
Conditions in China preclude 
the idea that she will wake up sud­ 
denly to the 
modern spirit of the 
W est—the intellectual capabilities of 
the W est are so far superior to those 
of the East. 
The East, howev er, is 
slowly awakening from ber long sleep 
of the ages. 
RACE DIFFERENCES. 
The lecturer deyoted much tim e to 
a 
discussion 
of 
race 
differences. 
N othing separates a people so stronly 
as a difference of race or religion. 
The Russians say the J apanese are 
yellow pagans; the Chinese style the 
Westerners white dev ils. 
Christiani­ 
ty has for nineteen centuries decried 
race hatred, yet there is no use deny­ 
ing the fact that there are inequali 
ties between races as well as between 
different members of the same race. 
History 
prov es that 
the 
white 
race, so called, is better than the 
black and red races which it has 
brought under subjection. 
The pres­ 
ent war has not prov en that the J ap­ 
anese are inferior to the Russians. 
The yellow race had already climed a 
few flights of the stairs of civ ilization 
while the white race was still tatooed 
sav ages. 
The history of the w hite race shows 
a keen struggle for existence from the 
first to the present time. 
The yellow 
race was so situated that it was de­ 
priv ed from this incentiv e for pro­ 
gress. 
U ntil the 
equality of the 
yellow or brown race aud the white 
race is recognized so long will the 
gulf between the East and the West 
remain impassible. 
The speaker said, 
he did not mean by this an equality in

tween Eastern and Western manners 
H is neighbor had a dog which barked 
incessently and disturbed his sleep so 
he went to the neighbor and said: 
“ W ill you please hav e your honorable 
dog stop his honorable barking, or by 
gosh, I ’ll knock his head off.” 


J AP MORE LIKE YANKEE. 
The Western mind is secular in its 
attitude and tendencies; the Eastern 
spiritual or religious. 
All religions 
eminated from China. The Westerner 
in bis eager pursuit of the secular life 
inv ented the 
steam engine. 
The 
Chinese inv ented gunpowder, but used 
it for fireworks. 
The Westerner uses 
the gunpowder to kill men instead of 
to kill time. 
The danger of China 
lies in her lack of military spirit. 
J apan differs from China in that she 
is morelisecular in her tendencies. 
She has the military spirit of the 
W esterner and is the most warlike of 
the Asiatic people, yei ciurinw i wenty- 
fiv e centuries she has had only three 
wars w ith foreign countries. 
America 
has had J four wais with the outside 
world during her short'history and a 
most 
griev ious one with her own 
people. 
HOPE IN UNION OF IDEAS. 
The unit idea of the Westerner is 
shown in his indiv idualism. 
In the 
Easterner it is the family ¿ nd the 
streng th and beauty 
of communal 
life. 
Indiv idualism holds the spirit of 
liberty and early ceases to recognize 
its dependence upon 
parents, 
yet 
liberty 
carried to an extreme 
is 
anarchy. 
Cannot we see by a union of 
the East and West a better and more 
stable condition? Since the dawn of 
history all the nations of the world 
m eet now for the first tim e face to 
face.

The system practiced for obtaining 
rubies in the mining districts in Burma 
is of the most prim itive description. 
The mining shafts are simply holes 
about two feet square sunk to a depth 
varying up to fifty or sixty fe e t The 
shoring up of the wails of the shafts is 
most crude, the sides being supported 
by posts at the corners and branches 
of small trees seem red against the 
sides by stout sticks. 
The miner carries a tin pot similar 
in shape to u blunt ended cone on his 
head. If** squats down in one corner 
and digs between his knees in the op­ 
posite corner. The earth, or byon, as 
the rubv hearing earth 
is called, is con- 
veyed to the top as fast as it is exoa- 
vated in small buckets 
lot down from 
above. 'Phe apparatus for raising and 
lowering the buckets is simple in the 
extreme. A stout bamboo post about 
twenty feet high, called a maungdine, 
is fixed upright in the ground at a con­ 
venient distance from the pit or dwin 
and a long, thinner bamboo pivoted 
horizontally into the upper end of it <o 
as to project an eighth from the mine 
and the long arm toward the mine. 
From the end of the Jong arm hangs 
a long earn* fastened to a longer thin 
bamboo, the latter ending in a double 
hook, and from the short end hongs a 
basket of stones. 
The buckets are 
raised by the inner arm with Its hook, 
while the stones counterbalance the 
weight. Usually three men work in a 
dwin—one down below’, one hauling up 
the baskets, and the third operator 
piles up the byon as it is received. The 
byon is excavated by means of a 
straight, strong tool about two feet 
three inches Jong, with a broad blade. 
The baskets are shallow and circular, 
with loop cane handles. 
W hen enough byon has been piled up 
it is taken off and put into a stone 
paved circular inclosure resembling a 
bath under a fall of w ater and shov­ 
eled about with a mattock till the mud 
and clay are washed away and the 
stones are all collected in a deep holo 
at the end of a narrow channel. These 
are then strained, sieved and finally 
sorted and all rubles and sapphires 
placed In a little bamboo cup full of 
clean w ater till the wash is over. They 
are then transferred to a little calico 
bag, w’hich every mine owner carries, 
and arc* finally transferred to the un­ 
clean hands of the money lending fra­ 
ternity, who flock around in crow ds on 
the bazaar days to buy any stones 
found during the week. — Scientific 
American.
